Hunter, a Republican, was desig- 


nated by Speaker Warren Wood to 
head up the first major inquiry 
voted by the 1955 General Assem- 
bly. 


The House decision to set up a 


committee of nine for a close look 
at the turnpike agency's affairs 
culminated four months- of inter- 
mittent criticism in the legislature 
of the commission itself and Chair- 
man Evan Howell. 


Criticism reached an angry peak 


last week when Howell failed to ap- 
pear at a committee hearing on 
bills affecting Jhe turnpike group 
and two days later was accused of 
making political threats against 
three legislators. 


Establishment of the investigat- 


ing1 committee was approved by 
voice vote.Tuesday. A few minutes 
before, backers of the .move won 
96 to 32 on a roll call for immedi- 
ate consideration. 


A resolution backed by 11 Re- 


publiouw bttcUtd by Rep. Arthur 


Sprague of LaGrange, and 
five 


Democrats authorized the commit- 
tee to probe the toil road group's 
financial and constructual commit- 
ments. 


It also called an examination of 


its procedures and a determination 
whether the 1953 toll road act 
should be modified or repealed. 


The special committee was given 


until June 10 to make its report. 


Hunter told a reporter he planned 


to study the resolution before call- 
ing an organizational meeting and 
mapping an approach. 


Named to the committee with 


him were Republicans Sprague, 
Louis E. Beckman of Kankakee, 
Ben S. Rhodes of Normal and M. 
R. Walker of Danville, and Demo- 
crats Jack Bairstow of Waukegan, 
Joseph Lelivelt of Maywood, Clyde 
Choate of Anna and C. R. Ratcliffe 
of Beardstown. 


On the test vote, Beckman and 


Walker sided against the inquiry 
and Rhodes was not recorded. The 
other six favored it. 


Howell said in a statement fol- 


lowing the House action that his 
commission "will be happy to co- 
operate with the committe* in 
every way poMible."

A. bill raising property tax 
ceilings for school districts 
has been introduced in the 
Illinois house. 


Under the present law, dual dis- 


tricts with grade or high schools 
are limited to a tax of Ol.l2ii cents 
on; each $109 valuation with ref- 
erendum approval and unit dis- 
tricts operating both grade and 
high schools have a $1.77y2 ceiling. 


The bill proposes to increase 


these ceilings .by referendum to 
Si. 25 and $2 respectively. 
•Rep. Char Fes" Clabaugh' (R- 
Champaign), chairman of- the Illi- 
nois School Problems Commission,' 
and three other legislators spon- 
sored the measure Tuesday. 


Also introduced by Clabaugh and 


others was the biennial state aid 
appropriation to common schools. 
It calls for a record high distribu- 
tive fund of 196 million dollars, up 
52 million over the 1953-55 period.

Other new bills submitted in- 


cluded : 


Eliminating the fee system for 


compensating justices of the peace 
and fixing their salaries at a range 
of S3.000 to Ts.OOO, depending on 
township population: 


Creating a commission to study 


the impact on civilian use of atom- 
ic power and determine steps to 
be taken for dispersal of industry 
in the event of atomic attack. 


Providing a "use" tax on cars 


purchased outside the state by Illi- 
nois residents. The tax would be 
the same as the sales tax levy. 


Imposing a tax of one cent a 


gailon on aviation fuel used in pub- 
licly owned aircraft. 


Requiring airlines which serve 


liquor aboard their planes in Illi- 
nois to obtain a $25 liquor licensee 
for each plane. 


Prohibiting the sale or manufac- 


ture of sparklers. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court recently held that 
sparklers are not banned by the 
state's anti-fireworks law.

the three partners in the firm, 
said today that the thief apparently 
hid in the building until the store 
closed at 5 p.m. and watched an 
employe, Oscar Cline, hide the 
cash box in the basement. 


Police were unable to find any 


signs of a break-in and are work- 
ing on the theory that the thief was 
hiding in the building. Jack Ford- 
ham, aiso a partner, reported the 
theit to the police.

charged with the $1,770 rcbbery of 
the Rock City bank. July 21. 1954. 


A bank teller identified Gramsch 


as the man who robbed the bank. 
Gramsch's wife, Eileen, testified 
he was at home at the hour the 
robbery occurred. Seward is about 
30 miles from Rock City. 


Gramsch was arrested Jan. 25. 


after officials of the German-Am- 
erican State Bank at German Val- 
ley reported he visited the bank 
three days in succession. Police 
said the man who robbed the Rock 
City bank visited the place three 
times prior to the actual holdup. 


Gramsch has been charged with 


intent to commit a felony in -the 
German Valley case. His trial on 
that charges is scheduled to com- 
mence Thuriday.

development of paralytic polio by 
a few youngsters who have re- 
ceived vaccine produced by one 
firm. 


The President said that in his 


opinion it is both safe and wise to 
go ahead with the inoculations. 


Eisenhower also dealt with these

Eisenhower remarked last week 
that his term still had 21 months 
to run. and that he regarded that 
as a long time for a man of his 
age. He asked whether the Presi- 
dent kept a calendar on the wall 
and was checking off the months 
to the time when his term will ex- 
pire.

hower replied that he always does

food available in the soil, use 
the correct plant population ac- 
cording to the plant food you 
have available, use adapted va- 
rieties and have a good seed bed 
prepared. After the corn is up 
you will want to be prepared to 
control weeds and insects," 


the samples picked upland intft 
the laboratory so you will have 
the results in plenty of time to 
obtain plant food for next year's 
planting. 
It takes approximately 30 days 


to get a complete soil test report 
back from the Ogle County labor- 
atory, and, at the present time, we 
are "having soil test clinics upon 
completion of the reports. At each 
of these clinics we discuss the plant 
food that should be applied, inter- 
pretation oi yuuj.' results, and v.'hy 
it is more efficient to apply youp 
fertilizer in the ingredient form 
rather than as a mixed fertilizer. 


It is quite simple to figure the 


money value of a ton of fertilizer. 
A pound of nitrogen is worth ap- 
proximately 15 cents, a po'.rid of 
phosphate is worth a dime and a 
pound of potash is worth a nickle. 
It is merely a matter of arithmetic 
to figure the value of a 10-10-10 
fertilizer. To this base price it will 
be necesesary for you to add the 
cost of mixing the fertilizer and de- 
livery charges. The numbers on 
the fertilizer bag tell the amount of 
plant food in the fertilizer and it is 
the plant food that counts. In next 
week's column we will discuss the 
plant population, adapted varieties 
and importance of a good seed bed 
in planting corn.

needed in the corn field, corn will 
respond fairly well even though 
there is a slight deficiency in lime- 
stone requirements; however, it is 
very important you have plenty of 
phosphate and potash"~if you ex- 
pect to have high yields of corn. 
In addition, your soil should con- 
tain plenty of organic matter so 
that it will absorb and retain 
moisture that falls throughout the 
year, as active organic matter is a 
secret of soil tilth, water holding 
capacity, a source of nitrogen for 
the growing crop and an aid to 
getting air down to the roots. Corn 
roots need oxygen to grow proper- 
ly just as a human needs oxygen 
to live. 


If you haye not already tested 


your soil to determine the phos- 
phate and pota«h needs, consider 
it too late for this year, but cer- 
tainly you will want to plan for 
next year's corn crop now. And

We Americans are widely renowned for moving around 


a lot We're great travelers, of course. But more impor- 
tant, we keep changing the places where we live and work. 


Just How much of this we do can be gauged from some 


new census bureau figures. They show that from April, 
1954, some 29 million Americans changed their homes. Tnat s 
nearly a fifth of the population. 
Most of this switching about seems to occur within re- 


gional limits. But about five million of the 29 million moved 
from one state to another. The Far West and the North 
Central areas gained from this migration, at the expense ot 
the South and Northeast. 
. 
. 
This mobility, as the sociologists like to call it, has been 


an American habit since frontier days. When things went 
' bad in one spot, a man just picked up and moved on in search 
of better opportunities elsewhere. Usually he found them. 


The habit accounts both for some of the strong points 


and some of the weaknesses in American life. 
- 
* 
* 
* 


Experts in and outside the country mark us particularly 


as a people willing to change, to try something new. This 
makes for a flexible turn of mind, and a readiness to expert 
ment. We aren't tied fast to ancestral traditions of the sort 
that too often act as a heavy drag on some of our foreign 
friends. 
. , , . . , 
So Americans are inventive, not merely m the technical 


field but in organizing people to get work done. A good 
part of the credit must go to the mobility that periodically 
pulls them out of the rut of old ways and doing and thinking. 


Because of their youth as a people, Americans have not 


always shown themselves to be the most tolerant of humans. 
But over the years their habit of moving about will assist 
the growth of tolerance. Nothing so aids understanding as 
getting around and seeing firsthand how other folk in other 
regions live. 
Varied backgrounds make for richer personalities. Mil- 


lions of us have lived in two or more regions of the country. 
Almost inevitably, we can bring to our daily living a more 
seasoned, balanced outlook than would otherwise be possible. 
* 
* 
* 


Yet there's another side. Since many of us are continu- 


ously tearing up roots and moving on, often over long dis- 
tances, we don't have too much chance to build stable fam- 
ily, neighborhood and community relationships. 


Things always seem to be in a state of flux. This means 


confusion, uncertainty, prcjblems. The problems are both 
big scale and personal. The specialists appear to agree that 
our mobility greatly contributes to America's high divorce 
rate, and to juvenile delinquency and major crime. 


Some people do not simply move. They flit, from place 


to place and job to job. Opportunity always seems to beckon 
in a country so rich as ours. Too much moving around can 
have unsettling effects on many economic enterprises, not 
to mention the individual lives involved. 


But by and large the good would appear to outweigh

"A nine-month-old youngster in 


our neighborhood" writes Mrs. O. 
"has died of meningitis. Two of my 
children were in contact with this 
child. I was under the impression 
that there were two kinds of men- 
ingitis—spinal and tubercular—and 
that both were contagious. Is this 
correct or are there other kinds of 
meningitis too?" 


There are actually s e v e r a l 


tinds of meningitis. It should be 
understood that the name comes 
rom the delicate lining surround- 
ng the spinal cord and brain 
known as the menmges. Any in- 
lammation of the menmges is 
known as meningitis; the most 
_ikely source of inflammation is 
infection with some germ though 
there is at least one type of such 
inflammation in which no germ is 
present.

ant is the one known as a memn- 
gococcus which causes epidemic 
meningitis (also known as menin- 
;ococcus meningitis). The germ 
vhich c a u s e s pneumonia—the 
pneumococcus—can also cause 
meningitis. This vanety years ago 
was almost always fatal but now 
can frequently be treated with suc- 
cess. 


The tubercle bacillus may cause 


tuberculous meningitis and in fact 
there are several other germs 
which may cause inflammation of 
this membrane. Most forms are 
contagious but only to a limited de- 
gree, with the exception of epi- 
demic meningitis. 


IT IS NOT POSSIBLE to discuss 


all of these varieties except to say 
that most of them can be treated 
much 
more successfully today 


than in the past thanks to the 
development of pencillin and other 
antibiotic drugs and the sulfa 
preparations. 


Another type of meningitis is 


that which is known as influenzal 
meningitis. Actually the germ re- 
sponsible has no definite relation 
to influenza. Influenza meningitis 
is rather common in children al- 
though rare in grownups. 


Until recently most of those who 


were stricken with this disease 
died. In one hospital between 1920 
and 1931 only one survived out of 
78. 


AFTER THIS A serum was de- 


veloped which enabled 31 of an- 
other group of 201 to recover. Now 
other new discoveries have made 
possible still better results in the 
treatment of this killer of infants 
and children. Part of the improve- 
ment is caused by the develop- 
ment of better serums, the most 
powerful being one prepared from 
rabbits. Also the use of the sulfa 
drugs has helped a great deal. 


How great a change has been 


brought about in the chances for 
these children is shown by a re- 
port of 28 children with influenza! 
meningitis. Twenty-four of them 
recovered completely and only four 
died. The treatment involved the 
use of serum and of sulfa drugs 
combined. Other good results with 
antibiotics, such as penicillin either 
alone or combined with sulfas or 
serums, have been reported. In 
general meningitis of almost all 
kinds is a far less serious hazard 
than formerly.

The A.B.C.'s of good lighting 


are: A—avoid glare and harsh sha- 
dows, B—better light when and 
where you need it and, C—correct 
direction of light. 


We learned that one should never 


be able to see the bulb inside a 
lamp shade from any angle of the 
room. The shade should be at 
least 16" across the bottom and 
15" high. The shade should have 
enough opaqueness that the exact 
spot where the bulb is does not 
show up, but it should not be so 
arkd the light can only come from 
the top and bottom. Unless there 
is central lighting in the room or 
the lamp is being used for one 
specific purpose, as sewing. 


To Sew 


A person needs twice as much 


light for sewing as for reading and 
10 times as much for sewing as 
you need in the hall. Sewing is a 
close-seeing task where your eyes 
must focus on a small thread and 
if the thread is the same color as 
the material it's even harder. 


There should be different amount 


of light, then, on ."local" areas or 
areas where some particular activ- 
ity is being carried on as studying, 
sewing and cooking, and in general 
lighting which lights the whole 
room as a central ceiling fixture. 


Study lamps 
should be high 


enough so that the light evenly 
covers the entire desk surface. 
Also another central light in the 
room should be' on to eliminate 
shadows and glare. A desk blotter 
helps reduce glare on the top sur- 
face. Above all, avoid spotlighting 
one area while the rest of the room 
remains dark. If you use a kitchen 
table for a study area and there is 
a great deal of white on the walls 
and cupboards, use a table lamp 
with a yellow bulb or shade as 
yellow will reduce the harsh glare 
of all-white and is generally more 
restful on the eyes. 


Reading in bed, according to the 


experts, is not a good idea, espec^ 
ially with inadequate lighting. At 
least 150 watts should be above the 
person's head so it shines right on 
his reading surface—and a central 
light in the room should remain on 
to eliminate glare and shadows and 
so when the person raises his eyes 
they don't have to re-adjust to 
blackness.

As long as we're on bedrooms, 


let's discuss dressing table lamps. 
There should be two lamps of a 
height level with the ,eyes. The 
shade should be clear so as not to 
distort colors. A yellow is best. 
After all, wejvant to see ourselvet 
as other see us. 


Today there are many types of 


diffusers and shades that can be 
clipped over bare tmlbs that help 
eliminate harsh, light. Many throw 
the light up against the ceiling: 
which then throws the light back 
over the room. This is alright if 
your ceiling is painted or papered 
a light cholor, but for a dark ceil- 
ing you will need a less opaque 
livture and more lamps also. The 
darker the walls and furnishings 
the more they will absorb light. 
You've probably noticed how much 
brighter a white washed barn is 
from a living room furnished with 
browns and reds. Black especially 
"eats up" the light, so remember 
to keep the proportion of lighting 
fixtures correct with the colors be- 
ing used. 


Bulbs should be wiped with a 


damp cloth and dried thoroughly,-' 
frequently. If the bulbs have turned 
old and dark, put them in a closet 
and put a new one in the living 
room. 


Considering that one pair of eyes 


much last a lifetime, periodic-eye 
examinations and good home light- 
ing is worth whatever it costs, and 
good lighting,need not be elaborate 
or expensive. No matter what the 
lighting task, we'll always take 
better care of our eyes and have 
more fun sewing if we just follow 
our A.B.C.'s

BERKELEY, Calif, (a—Clip 18 


full seconds off the world record 
'or the mile run? Impossible. 


"I wouldn't say so," contradicts 


Dr. Franklin M. Henry, a Univer- 
sity of California professor of 
3hysical ^education. 


The scientist, who never ran a 


foot race in his life, has compiled 
a list of times for the mile dating 
back for 90 years. 
^ 


The first recorded time for the 


mile is 4 minutes 36.5 seconds by 
Richard Webster of England back 
in 1865. That was 38.5 seconds 
slower than the present mark of 
3:58 set by Australian John Landy 
last June 21. 


Dr. Henry's graph curve shows 


times 
dropping steadily for 30 


years, with nearly 30 seconds chop- 
ped off when the record was 4 
minutes 15 seconds in 1895. Then 
the graph levels off for 18 more 
years until John Paul Jones ran 
the distance,in 4:14.5 in. 1913. 


The next few years reveal con- 


sistent record-chipping, capped by 
Paavo Nurmi's 4:10.4 in 1923— 
and there's been no levelling off 
since. Runners like Jules Ladou- 
megue, Jack Lovelock, Glenn Cun- 
ningham, Sidney Wooderson, Arne 
Andersson and G u n d e r Haegg 
worked the m a r k down to 4 
minutes 1.4 seconds in the 22 years 
until 1945. 


There the record stood until Dr. 


Roger Bannister cracked the four- 
minute barrier with his 3:59.4 at 
Oxford last May, only to see it fall 
before Landy's 3:58 a month later. 


"So you see," says Dr. Henry, 


'"'the end most certainly is not in 
sight. In my opinion, you can't 
say today that a 3:40 mile is im 
possible."

CHICAGO ffl— Big Ten football 


coaches have formed divided opin- 
ions during spring drills on the 
new rule which permits a player 
to leave and return to a game 
once each/quarter. 


Woody Hayes, whose unbeaten 


Ohio State Buckeyes last season 
swept to the Big Ten title, No. 1 
national ranking and the Rose 
Bowl championship, says the new 
legulation "is a step in the right 
direction — platoomng." 


"I would go all the way and 


favor the return to unlimited sub- 
stitution, but the new rule will 
help and we plan to take full ad- 
\'antage of the change," he said 
in an Associated Press survey. 


Bennie Oosterbaan of Michigan 


and Bemie Cnmmins of Indiana 
have different slants on the impact 
of the rule 


Oosterbaan, whose Wolverines 


have been made a prime 1955 title 
contender in the spring form chart, 
said "It's not going to change the 
game very murh." 


He, and all other coaches, agree 


that injuries may be reduced for 
players who are shaken up can 
be called to the sidelines for check- 
ups before returning- to the field. 


"It will be a safer and better 


game," Crimmins insisted. "It will 
help the caliber of the game by 
giving the coach a chance to talk 
to his quarterback and suggest 
plays which might help the parti- 
cular situation at hand. The same 
help can be given to all other 
players as problems arise " 


Forest Evashevski has been ex- 


perimenting at Iowa nith two 
distinct types of offense this spring 
— the split T and single wing — 
and feels the new rule will help. 


"At this time it appears that we 


are in no position to 'out-j)eison- 
nel' anyone in the Big Ten," he 
said. "I do'ibt if we can win the 
title with just one type of offense, 
so we are going to try something 
better. The new rule probably will 
help Iowa's two-offense attack. It 
certainly will permit us to use 
more kids, and I think this will be 
to our advantage." 


Stu Holcomb of Purdue summed 


it up this way: "It will make it 
possible to get more effective use 
out of strictly offensive players as 
well as provide needed rest of 
regulars who may be momentarily 
exhausted or'shaken up." 


Also drawing comment was the 


nev regulation that permits the 
ball-holder on extra points and 
field goal attempts to run or pass 
the ball rather than being ineligi- 
ble in the play because his knee 
touches the ground. 


Cnmmins summed up the gen- 


eral opinion like this: 


"The rule shouldn't have much 


effect toward trickery on conver-

more room and- opportunity to 
evolve something special out of a 
fake attempt. 


"In any case, the rule will mean

less Italian immigrant.

booklet, written by Adamo, on 
"What America and Freedom Has 
Meant to Me." 


It tells the story of an Italian 


boy who grew up on a farm in the 
province of Catanzaro, w h e r e 
beauty abounded but where oppor- 
tunity was strictly limited. 


At 17, when he was working as 


a bricklayer's assistant at 4 cents 
a day, Adamo persuaded a cousin 
in Pittsburgh to advance him the 
boat far« to th» United States. He 
landed in this country May 4, 1905, 
and obtained his first job in Pitts- 
burgh, working on the city streets 
at $1 a day. 


During the next 10 years he 


worked as a foundry worker and 
dishwasher in Pittsburgh, a miner 
in West Virginia, a day laborer, 
railroad section hand and janitor 
in Denver. He became a U. S. 
citizen in 1913. 
, 


In 1915, lured by reports that 


Henry Ford was paying $5 a day 
to his auto plant workers, Adamo 
came to Detroit. Here, he succes- 
sively became a foundry worker, 
auto worker and grocery owner be- 
fore starting his own real estate 
and insurance office, a business he 
still runs. 


Adamo has this to say in his

American public opinion is. That 
may let you know how far you 
can go, and what you can get, 
without war." 


The Communists, by stopping 


United Nations forces in Korea, 
built up their prestige and self- 
confidence But they lost heavily 
in men and supplies 


Given Insight 


Their lack or readiness may be 


the real reason they 
haven't 


started shooting again. But, at the 
game time, Korea gave them a 
sharp insight into American think- 
ing:The Americans not only wanted 
to get out of the Koiean War but 
were thereafter reluctant to get 
Into war in Asia, where they could 
strip themselves bare o£ men and 
resources. 


The Chinese Communists' first 


move after Korea was to help Ho 
Chi Minh and his Communist-led 
Vietminh whip the French in In- 
dochina. They could have sent 
armies in to help him. 


But Secretary 
of- State Dulles 


warned — or maybe it wasn't a 
warning, because his language was 
so vague—that the United States 
would get into the Indochina fight- 
ing if the Red Chinese marched in. 


Instead of sending in troops, the 


Reds pumped supplies and expert 
advisers into Indochina. Ho Chi 
Minh smashed the French. The 
United States did no go in. Amer- 
ican allies wouldn't go in and the 
United States -would not go in alone. 


This was more evidence for the 


Reds of American reluctance to 
get Into a fight in Asia. It must 
have been encouragement for them 
to make push again—which they 
did—without starting to shoot nght 
away. 


Their next move: threats to cap- 


ture Formosa and the Matsu and 
Quemoy islands. They made no 
attempt to do so. By waiting they 
were able to learn what Americana 


thought of getting into war over 
the islands. 


American opinion stiffened on de 


fending Formosa. A Chinese attack 
on that almost certainly, at least 
right now, would mean war with 
the United States. But American 
opinion was divided on. defending 
Quemoy and Matsu. 


In the end, if the Reds are pa- 


Uent, this country may let them 
have Matsu and Quemoy Mean- 
while, they build up their air pow- 
er as a thieat to Quemoy and 
Matsu. Maybe when they feel 
strong enough they'll start a. war 
by attacking the islands. 


But why should they, if by wait- 


ing a little longer they may get 
them free, as they may? Their air 
power buildup may be a psycholog- 
ical needle on the American peo- 
ple to pressure the administration 
into giving up Matsu and Quemoy 
since otherwise there is a chance 
of war.

Pays $1,430,000 
For Hiiisclale Plant 


The Public Service Company Di- 


vision of Commonwealth Edison 
Company has taken over the oper- 
ation of the electric system of the 
Village of Hinsdale. The village, 
which has owned and operated its 
own plant for nearly 60 years, sold 
the system to the Edison Company 
on April 30. 


The property purchase price and 


rentals aggregate $1.430.000 which 
will be paid in installments over a 
period of si ypars. The company 
will pay the village $55,500 annual- 
ly and the payments will aggre- 
gate S2.778.900. The total is made 
up of the purchase price plus in- 
terest at the rate of 3 per cent. 


Public Service Company will 


continue to operate the local gen- 
erating plant until it can install a 
distribution center and transmis- 
sion lines to connect the village to 
the Edison-Public Service system. 


While the purchase contract al- 


lows a period of one year for in- 
stalling ths' new facilities. Public 
Service Company plans to com- 
plete them before the end of 1955. 
The company will substitute its 
standard 4,160 volt distribution sys- 
tem for the present 2,400 volt Hins- 
dael system.
